~ A,—A tumor is an enlargement. 
There are two general kinds of 
,tumors. malignant and non-malig- 
nant. Malignant tumors are com- 
monly " called cancer. All malig- 


• nant- tumors are characterized by 
an overgrowth of cells which tend 
t oburst the normal boundaries of 
the organ or tissue in which they 
Originate, and to spread to distant 
parts of the body. 


Non-malignant, or benign, tum- 


ors are overgrowths of tissue which 
do not burst out of the organs or 
tissues in which they originate and 
do not show a tendency to migrate. 


They may grow to considerable 


size and become obnoxious by rea- 
son of size, weight, or pressure. 
The pressure may involve nerves 
or- blood vessels and thus lead to 
pain or obstructions of the blood 
•stream.

been carried on at the Rice Branch 
Experiment Station at Stuttgart to de- 
ledmine the variety of soybean which 
is the best hay producer and best seed 
producer.

Plants showing June Yellows have 


little green coloring matter which is 
necessar yfor the manufacture of plant 
food and for this reason the plants 
are weak, are low in vitality, subject 
to all sorts of weather injury, and are 
poor bearers. 


Fortunately June Yellows is not con- 


tageous, but is a heritable defect which 
is passed from the mother plant to its 
runner plants. Consequently growers 
may lake steps to eliminate the af- 
fected plants as soon as the leaves of 
the plants are developed, when the 
yellowish coloring is evident. Several 
inspections of the field may be neces- 
sary to eradicate all of them. 


Value of Barnyard Manure 


If properly handled, a ton of barn- 


yard manurtc is worth as much to a 
crop as 100 pounds of a 5-10-5 fertil- 
izer. It is worth still more when the 
effect of manure on succeeding crops 
is taken into account. However, a 
great deal of the value of farm ma- 
nure is often lost through lack of care. 


The most valuable part of manure, 


the nitrogen, is rapidly lost if the ma- 
ncre is exposed to rain, or if it is piled 
up and allowed to go through a heat,
